motion of a torrent, and who worked and 
talked and- acted and suffered, during his 
forty years of existence, as much or more 
than most men could in a hundred. On the 
tame blood and unexcited pulses of the 
general spectator, the spectacle of such a 
life will probably have an effect something 
akin to what must have been the impression 
made on the commonplace Roman of old by 
the sight of the gladiator’s agonies. It is 
not the vulgar pangs, 2nd blood, of the 
arena which makes that fierce pleasure at- 
tractive; it.is the sight of the grand critical 
moment of life violently exaggerated, yet 
still human, enacted before those who, in 
their tame fashions, shall somehow go 
through the same dully, without cheer of 
spectators or heroic impulse, but with a cer- 
tainty as irrevocable and absolute.

tion. This solemn tragic muse of real life 
—this teacher from whose hands we are all 
more or less prepared and content to take

men who devote themselves, :with the sever- 
est study and labor, to’ the: elucidation of 
history ; there are poets. who live in exclu- 
sive devotion to that great use of genius ; 
and these are the historians and the poets 
who enlighten the annals of our history and 
glorify our national life. ‘Philosophers train 
themselves to an utterance big enough for 
their thoughts; even novelists give them- 


selves up to the requirements of:their craft. 


But all the world is agreed that, to write a 
man’s life, all that is mecessary.is to have 
been that man’s son or nephew, friend or 
professional collaborateur, and to know the 
facts. Biography is no art, but an acci- 
dent. You put in for an individual history, 
and you may get an essay, pointed with 
bits of personal detail, or the broken scraps 
of a journal, or anything else like or unlike 
what you aimed at. Such is the present 
theory of written memoirs; and nobody can 
be surprised that, in most instances, the life 
is not written, but taken—a well-intentioned 
manslaughter, not to say homicide.—_Black- 
wood’s Magazine. : 
AN ASIATIC FIREARM. 

An American gentleman, W. S. Living- 
ston, residing in Shanghae, China, after the 
capture of the Peiho forts by the English 
troops, went out to visit the battle-field and 
brought away with him a very curious relic. 
It is a Chinese musket, or, as they call it, a 
jingall. A large number of these. had been 


laid down by the Chinese to form a cordu- 
roy road, and Mr. Livingston dug one up— 


and brought it with him. The barrel is 
8 feet long and weighs 22 3-4 lbs., the 
whole weight of the gun being 28 lbs. It 
is a match lock, the cock carrying a slow 
‘match which is thrown down into the pan 
of powder on pulling the trigger, the match 
being lighted before the aim is taken. It 
is carried by two men and fired by a third. 
The Chinese doubtless used these muskets 


for hundreds of years, while English and | 


French armies were fighting with bows and 
arrows; but western civilization in this. as 
in so many other respects, has passed by 
that most conservative of all nations, and a 
Chinese jingall is a primitive and very in- 
efficient weapon when compared with the 
-arms now manufactured and used in the 
United States and all European countries. 
The Chinese were the first who constructed 
cannon with iron bands shrunk upon them 
for the purpose of strengthening them at 
The Chinese built vessels with 
water tight bulkheads, hundreds of years 
ago. This has been considered by most 
persons quite a modern invention.

tion. One short year had brought out won- 
derful changes. It was on that day that 
our friend, Starr King, gave the first of a 
series of lectures that fell- like thunder- 
bolts on the ears and hearts of traitors;

The Pacification of the South. 

In the flush and burst of joy which our 
successes have brought, we ougbt not to 
overlook the recent orders of Gen. Halleck, 
in Missouri. He is not, we think, suspected

Yet, in our apprehension, no other man in 
power at the East seems to show so thorough 
an appreciation of the legal rights and 


no person refusing to take the oath of alle- 
giance shall be allowed to vote, he has only 
followed the plainest dictates of reason, jus- 
tice and common sense. It is one of those 
acts against which nothing can be said. 
The necessities of the case compelled him 
to make it a military offence for inspectors 
of elections to receive the votes of persons 


| who. refuse to take the oath. If any in- 


spectors stuff the ballot-box with the vote of 


be as summary and severe as the military 
power can make it. 

At the earliest possible moment an enact- 
ment, substantially similar to this proclama- 
tion, should be made by the civil power, in 
all the border slave States at least, if not in 
all the States. Such a course as this will 
place the State organizatioris and the exe- 
cution of the laws in the hands of those who 
are Americans in soul and not merely in 
body. It seems to us a far more satisfac- 
tory course than the plan which has been 
proposed in Congress, of repealing the seve- 
ral acts which admitted the rebel States 
into the Union. Such a measure would 
affect equally the innocent and the guilty in 
those States. It would wound the pride of 
the Southern people, which is the very 
thing we ought to be least anxious to do 
after hostilities are over. A people in this 


‘| situation will resent insult more deeply than 


they would positive injury. Throughout the 
South thousands of men have been carried 
along by the current—thousands more have 
ceased to struggle when struggling was in 
vain. They no more feel themselves to be 
traitors on this account than do our gallant 
200 who surrendered at Fort Donaldson 
simply to save their lives when it was use- 
less to throw them away. The great body 
of the Southern people, who will rejoice in 
the restoration of peace, will also rejoice to 
see such a law as Halleck has foreshadowed. 
But they would be filled with feelings of

No Need of War to Conquer England.

Our heroic ancestors 
struggled through many “long days of toil 
and nights devoid of ease,” to obtain the 
priceless blessing of a free government. 

We, after a severe lesson, learned “to 
labor and to wait,” in order to defend and 
perpetuate that inheritance, and lo! our re- 
ward is right athand. Weshallsoon prove 
not to ourselves, but to the world, that our 
precious government is as unequalled in 
stability as it is in excellence. 
. And yet the inveterate haste of the 
American people constantly breaks out in 
our feeling towards that nation which has 
mocked at our calamity, and has seemed 
disposed to add injury to insult. It has 
been from the very beginning, foolish for us 
to look for sympathy tothe government and 
ruling classes of England, whose feeble ten- 
ure of power was fast slipping from their 
grasp, whose precarious foothold was being 
steadily sapped by the waves of free 
thought which rolled from our shores. We 
should have patience with their envious pre- 
dictions of the “ bursting of the Democratic 
bubble,” remembering, that with them “the 
wish is father to the thought ;” remembering, 
that selfish people soon become unable to 
look beyond what they deem to be their 
own interests. | 

It ought to be no astonishment to us that 
England assumes airs now that she would 
not have ventured on five years ag6. She 
long since gained the ill will of most of the

Virtually, the new Sunday law went into 
effect yesterday, and a marked difference 
was to be seen in the appearance of the 
city on that account, With one exception, 
all the barber shops and bath-houses were 
closed—but with the saloons it was about 
an even thing—about half of them being 
open and half of them closed. The exodus 
to the places: of resort in the suburbs was 
larger than usual, and the city of Sacra- 
mento was almost as demure and subd 
as the warmest advocate of a Sunday Jaw 
could desire. 

The Marysville Appeal of the 6th says: 


Nobody could fail to observe the Sunday- 
like aspect of the streets last Sunday ; shut- 
ters wont to be open were closed, and. 
though the crowds in the streets were no 
less, the stores and shops generally were 
kept shut. Many of the liquor saloons 
were closed; but many seemed to consider 
that their motto of measures, not men, was 
to be adhered to, and refused to nip the ex- 
pectation of thirsty customers. The fruit 
and cigar stores were closed, but a back 
door showed, oftentimes, that a quest for a 
cigar would not be fruitless, or attended 
with melancholy results. ‘The disgusted 
Hebrews were tight as a drum all day, 
which is not their habit, if we may make a 
jeu de mot at their expense. The butchers 
felt that it was meet that they should have 
their wares to stake against public opinion, 
and the bakers obviously knew that their 
bread would be needed by the people who 
were loafing about their shops. The apoth- 
ecary men, of course, are satisfied with the 
operation of the law, but most people want 
to see it tried by the Constitution before 
they will believe it. | 


The Stockton Republican of the 6th says: 


The law was very generally regarded on 
Sunday, though it is really not a law until 
the three men who compose the Supreme 
Court decide whether to upset the “say so” 
of the 115 legislators or not. On some of 
the store doors we noticed a large placard, 
“Closed in obedience to the Sunday Law 
of S. B. Bell, of Alameda.” Two or three 
saloons were open, who did the entire bus- 
iness of the dozen usually kept open, and 
made a good thing of it. The doors of the 
bakeries were somewhat damaged by appli- 
cants whose knuckles got the worst of it. 
Men who did not get shaved previous to 
12 o’clock Saturday night, and those who 
did’nt get their-boots blacked by the same 
time, had to go rusty. Persons who were 
forbidden by law from reading newspapers 
in saloon reading rooms, were driven into 
the piety of buggy riding or boat sailing. 
We have heard of no prosecutions. 


Bibles among the Volunteers, 

From the Annual Report of the Rev. Mr. 
Buel, Secretary of the California Bible So- 
ciety, we learn what has been done in the 
way of distributing the Bible among our 
volunteers: 

It will not be without interest to give 
some of the details of the distribution of 
the Scriptures among the soldiers. The 
first camp visited was under command 
of Col. West, near Alameda. The Sab- 
bath on which we were there was occupied 
by a cavalry drill, which continued until 
some time after noon, and prevented our 
having any access to the troops. We left 


one hundred and fifty Testaments with one | 


of the officers, who engaged to’ see- that 
they were properly distributed. During 
the afternoon we proceeded to the camp 
under the command of Col. Carlton. Here 
the troops were busy getting ready for em- 
barkation on the next day on the steamer 
for San Pedro. We received, however, 
every facility from Col. Carlton, who re- 
quested the captains of each company to 
take us through their respective commands, 
‘and introduced us from tent to tent. We 
‘found the men in nearly every tent ready to 
receive the Scriptures and to welcome us 
as Ministers of the Gospel. We commended 
the word of God to them, assured them of 
the interest of Christian people in them- 
selves and their object, and pledged to them 
our prayers. 

The next day we furnished two compan- 
ies who were not in camp the day previous. 
The captain in whose charge we placed the 
books seemed at first to us to be indifferent 
.o errand, but we found we had been 

ived. He, walked up the wharf with 
us, and as we parted, took us by the hand, 
‘and told us that his heart was too full for 
expression ; but he assured us that our re- 
membrance of him and his men, he should 
bear in mind wherever he went, and our 
sympathy would encourage and support him 
in every duty.

We next visited the camp at Hunter’s

Several of the soldiers were Catholics and’ 


them. After parade, I addressed those who 
were disposed to hear thé gospel preached 
to them, and quite a number assembled. 
Among the group were young men of intel- 
ligence who listened with fixed attention 
and with moistened eyes. I was told by

valley. The amount in passage money thus 
donated we estimate at $10,000. We fur- 
ther acknowledge their kindness in furnish- 
ing the steamer Sam Soule to the Society 
for rescue of families, without futher ex- 
pense than cost of wood. All the freight 
shipped to the Society has been delivered 
without any expense... 

Thesproprietors of the steamers Nevada 
and Sacramento have likewise delivered all 
freight free of expense. : 

Our hearty thanks are also due and given 
to Mrs. Lawson, at Sutter’s Fort, who has 
had charge of that station, and by her ex- 


lieved the large number under her protec- 
tion, but economized and saved our prop- 
erty from waste. 

The Central Relief Committee of San 
Francisco, H. F.  Teschemacher, Esq., 
Chairman, are entitled to our warmest 
thanks, for their arduous and untiring efforts 
to render us assistance since the flood of 
December 9th. All of our orders and re- 
quests for aid have been promptly and fully 
met, and their labors in San Francisco for 
relief of those who fled from this city and 
valley will never be forgotten by the re- 
cipients of their bounty. We save, since 
January 6th, received from this Committec 
provisions, clothing and bedding, to the 
amount of $3,000, and cash $2,000, as will 
be seen by the Treasurer's report. 

This spontaneous and truly California 
response to the wants of the sufferers of this 
valley imposed most onerous labor upon the 
Society, which has been performed with 
cheerful zeal, and none have been refused 
aid unless we had undoubted proof of their 
ability to provide for themselves. For fifty- 
eight days, with the short interval of two‘ 
days, the energies and resources of the So- 
ciety have been taxed to the utmost to 
reach all cases that might exist, far or near, 
of want or distress.

When he left the army, at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, our forces had not left Sugar 
Creek. In the fight on Monday, 14 of the 
enemy were killed and 43 wounded. Twelve 
or thirteen of our troops were bivouacking 
eight miles beyond the camp.
